LONDON, Dec. 22—British bomb­ 
ers smashed a t Munich Monday 
night, dropping a “great weight” 
of bombs and starting fires in their 
second successive night raid over 
the reich.

shot down, while the British lost 
12 bombers, the air m inistry said. 
The loss indicated a heavy attack­ 
ing force in the first blow a t Mu­ 
nich, im portant war industry cen­ 
ter. since Sept. 19. 
Although details of the 1,300-mile 
round-trip were Dot disclosed im­ 
mediately, it is assumed th at the 
great locomotive sheds in Munich 
Were targets in the Allied program 
' to cripple rail transport to Italy. 
H it Four Tim es Before 
Munich has been hit four times 
before in m ajor attacks. 
T he Berlin radio acknowledged 
some damage and casualties, but 
declared 
strong 
defenses 
forced 
the raiders to scatter their bombs. 
The Germans claimed a toll of IO 
British aircraft. 
In the Sept. 19 smash a t Munich, 
the air m inistry said large areas 
of the city were devastated and 
fires could be seen by returning 
pilots IOO miles away. 
L ast night's raid was the sixth 
night 
assault on 
Germany 
this 
month. 
Prior to the disclosure th at Ger­ 
m any was again under attack the 
Berlin radio reported th at foreign 
planes had flown over Switzerland 
during the night. 
44 Nazi Planes Downed 
Additional news of the spectacu­ 
lar daylight raid by United States 
Flying Fortresses and Liberators 
on the German airfield a t Romilly- 
Sur-Seine in Occupied France Sun­ 
day was disclosed in a U. S. head­ 
quarters communique announcing 
44 German fighter planes had been 
shot down while trying to inter­ 
cept the bombers. 
Previous unofficial reports had 
put the num ber of German planes 
daatroyed a t 40. 
German planes appeared at sev­ 
eral places over the English coast. 
Bombs from a Jqw-flylnf Downier

Germany Launches 
Counter-Blows And 
Sends Up Reserves 


Russians’ Great New Attack Across Middle Don Steppes 


Carries To Within 120 Miles Of Key City; Entire 


Enemy Force In Caucasus Is Endangered 


By The Associated Preea 
Russia’s great, new assault across the middle Don steppes 
was reported to have driven within approximately 120 miles 
of the key city bf Rostov today, jeopardizing Adolf Hitler’s 
entire Caucasian campaign, but the Germans are mounting 
increasingly furious counter-attacks and rushing masses of 
reserves into the struggle. 
“ In the area of the whole course of the Don, our troops 
continued their successful offensive,” Red army headquart­ 
ers said. 
“Soviet guardsmen drove the enemy out of a large populated place." 
The captured town wag not identified, but the Russian advance has 
been in the vicinity of the important German-held rail Junction at Mil- 
lerovo. 120 m iles north of Rostov. 
German field headquarters said the defensive battle against Russian 
attack is “continuing with undiminished violence” as the Red armies 
smashed on southwestward toward Rostov, at the mouth of the Don 
river. 
Rostov is the so-called “gateway” to the Caucasus. Its capture by 
the the Russians would effectively seal off 1,000,000 German troops now 
battling far down on the Caucasus peninsula and on the snow-bounds 
steppes before Stalingrad. 
Fleeing Germans Leave Equipment 
Soviet columna previously had been reported only 20 m iles from 
Mlllerovo, with the Germans retreating in disorder “leaving equipment 
and military supplies on the battlefield.” 
The German high command said today that its defensive battle 
against Russian attacks on the middle Don steppes “la continuing 
with undiminished violence.” 
Elsewhere on the Don front, the N atl war bulletin reported, Ger­ 
man and Hungarian storm troops destroyed Russian fortified positions 
and took prisoners.

A Russian attack on the Terek 
front in the Caucasus was said to 
have been repulsed. 
Th* Russian command *014 Red

German Stand Expected 
The front southw est of Stalin­ 
grad also is bolling anew In fierce 
struggle as tho German armies, 
bolstering reserves with large tank 
units, 
brought

against the Ruasian thrust down 
along the Kalmyck steppe. 
Picturing the disorganization that 
has attended

Axis armies before the gigantic 
new Russian offensive, the com­ 
munique reported in another sec­

an enemy infantry unit which bad 
retreated in disorder.” 
Until now, the pact of the ad­ 
vance of Gen. Vatutin's forces and 
those of Lieut. Gen. F. I. Golikov, 
has been so swift the Germans 
have been unable to fight except 
at a few places.

7 Major Potteries Overshadow 13 Others In Area

I 
N SPEAKING of the East Liverpool district potteries, the common 
expression is the ‘‘seven major potteries”. The term has been used 
so frequently, it has become an accepted fact that the locality, once 
housing 44 potteries and decorating shops, now has but seven ceramic 
plants. Whereas, the area known as “The Pool” has at least 20 active 
and busy potteries. 
Tiler© was a time when the town 
of East Liverpool was known as 
the “city of hills and kilns”. Kilns 
blossomed instead of shrubbery in 
back yards. That era has disap­ 
peared. Larger plants either have 
merged the smaller ones or the 
latter have closed their doors due 
to inability to meet the demands 
of the trade. 
The 13 additional potteries, not 
classed 
usually 
in 
the 
"major 
seven”, but playing a vital part 
in the industry of the district, are 
found in the four corners of the 
community. 
In Wellsville there is the Chic 
Pottery, owned and operated by 
Dana K. 
Harvey, 
who 
literally 
started his plant with a shoestring. 
or to be explicit, with one mould 
and a bucket of slip. During the 
five years of its existence, this 
plant, makers of art ware minia­ 
tures and novelties, has grown to 
interesting proportions. Still small 
when compared to the larger fac­ 
tories, it is big enough to be rec­ 
ognized as a leader in its parti­ 
cular line. 
High up on Vine st., is the Kass 
China Co. Mr. Kass began the 
operation of his pottery several 
years ago in his backyard, and 
today his factory spirals down the 
hill side, a modern 
pottery in 
every respect. John Kass, the own­ 
er is of Bavarian birth, and has 
been trained since bis childhood 
in the art o*f making china. The 
latest step in the completion of 
the factory is the erection of a 
new slip house. 
In Chester there Is the Usona 
pottery, another version of a back­ 
yard.

due to the high cost of operation 
and insufficient shipping facilities. 
The Mercury carried a story, May 
22. 1862, which said: 
“Some of our potteries are bad­ 
ly off for straw with which to 
pack the large quantities of ware 
they are shipping this spring. 
“None of this needed commodity 
is obtainable for love or money, 
and $3 to $5 is being asked per 
load. At this rate,” the Mercury 
commented, “It appears that straw 
will command a higher price than 
hay in the market.”

that 
the

were having a difficult time for he 
remarked: 
“By the smoke which so grace­ 
fully curls from the kilns of our 
numerous potteries we judge that 
this important branch of industry 
Is in flourishing condition.”

fascist order.

Darlan joined the Allies, it was 
like the state's star witness sud­ 
denly testifying for the defense.”

to deliver all of French North Af 
rica with its economic resources 
and its military manpower.

recognizes

and join the fight for democracy,’ 
he said.

S FAR back aa the summer of 1930, the skibble*.

They attracted no attention from W ashington of­ 
ficials then, or later, because it seem s a “gen tlem en ’* 
agreem ent’’ was entered into between certain e le ­ 
m ents o f our governm ents and the Japg that th e 
latter were not to be interfered with in their A leu­ 
tian operations. 
To this day, while the agreem ent is admitted, 
the terms and those m aking it remain a mystery. 
All we know now is that the Japs probably grabbed 
som e fish, but more important to them, they g ot 
a load of information about the Aleutians that e n ­ 
abled them, when the war came. to occupy some of 
the islands— which they still hold. 
During the first few years of the skibs’ skulking 
through those waters. American fishermen and pack­ 
ing interests squawked long and loud, but W ashing­ 
ton played deaf and dumb on them until 1937, five 
years ago, when they managed to get a hearing 
before representatives of the department o f state.

CLEARING HOUSE PLAN 


PROPOSED FOR RELIEF 


County Agencies Move For 


Use Of Setup April 1 


Special Ta Th* 
LISBON, Dec. 22—Plans for the 
establishment of a central clear­ 
ing house for all welfare agencies 
in 
Columbiana county were set 
in motion Monday afternoon at a 
meeting of representatives of the 
various agencies and county com­ 
missioners held in courtroom No. 
2 with James Steffler, district su­ 
pervisor of the state welfare de­ 
partment, presiding. 
In promotion of the plan, which 
will avoid duplication of ald to 
any one individual or family, would 
result in a savings in unnecessary 
travel and expense through inves­ 
tigation because a complete card 
index system of all welfare partici­ 
pants would be available to any 
such agency at the court house, 
the board of county commission­ 
ers agreed to finance as a part- 
time Job the keeping of the index 
system. 
The state then would re­ 
imburse the county for 50 percent 
of the cost as in matching ald 
grants. 
While work will be started im­ 
mediately upon preparation of the 
clearing house system, which Is 
mandatory for public aid agencies 
receiving assistance from the state 
welfare department, it is not ex­ 
pected to he completed and ready 
for operation before April I. 
The system would involve ap­ 
proximately 1,100 persons on coun­ 
ty welfare agencies alone in addi­ 
tion to the rolls of the various 
charitable organizations in the cit­ 
ies of Columbiana county.

This is unnecessary because

kind provided, as in the case of al! ; 
cancers, it is taken early enough.I 
A distinction should he made in 
discussing this n a t io n of cancer 
in animals ami men. In some spe­ 
cies of animals It Is quite easy In 
the 
laboratory 
to 
breed 
cancer j 
families. Mice are very responsive 
to this type of experiment. 
Dr. Maud Slye's long series of 
experiments In which she handled 
literally thousands of mice, carry­ 
ing them through generation after 
generation, and patiently breeding 
and selecting those who were from 
cancer or non-cancer stock result­ 
ed in a breed of mice, all of which 
had cancer and another, none of 
which had cancer. 
Other animals are quite resist­ 
ant to this kind of arrangement of 
their lives and destinies. To this 


group probably belongs man. 
At any rate in the case of man. 
he is not subject to experimental 
selection for breeding. Remember 
Dr. Slye would tag a mouse with 
a certain kind of cancer. My the 
time 
the 
cancer 
developed, 
the 
mouse was too old or too sick to 
breed. But she would take the off­ 
spring born before and breed them 
and noticed that in a large per­ 
centage they developed cancer. In 
this way she finally got a pretty 
pure strain. 
Of course, no such thing hap 
pens In man. He was an independ­ 
ent way of marrying and breeding 
as he pleases. The consequences 
are that no one can tell whether 
he has any cancer heredity or not. 
Probably we all have some but it 
is so diluted that it should not In­ 
fluence our calculations. The can­ 
cer patient usually stands alone 
in the family record. Levin Investi­ 
gated at'length the family records 
of five patients with cancer and 
was not able to find a single oth­ 
er instance of the condition. 
Some, it in true, inherit a par­ 
ticular kind of organ such as a 
very loug intestine and in such or­ 
gans cancer bas a tendency to ap­ 
pear. Gordon found in some of the 
Mexican gilliflsh in bis laboratory 
some black spots which did not do 
them any harm, but when he mated 
these with another variety of sun­ 
fish, the black spots appeared and 
all turned to cancer.
